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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To radiate heat generated in a memory module 
efficiently and 

suppress the temperature rise of a memory IC chip and avoid 
the deterioration 

of its characteristics by a method wherein a heat radiation 

means is provided 

on a printed board for the memory module . 

CONSTITUTION: Heat radiating patterns 3 for radiation are 
provided on both 

the left and right ends of a printed board 1. In order to 

obtain the maximum 

heat radiation efficiency of the heat radiating patterns 3, 
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their surfaces are 

not coated with solder resist 6 and their areas are made to 
be as large as 

possible. The respective radiation pins 4 of all memory ICs 

2 mounted on the 

printed board 1 are connected to the patterns 3 . By- 
providing the heat 

radiating patterns 3 to which the radiation pins 4 of the 
memory ICs 2 mounted 

on the printed board 1 for a memory module as described 
above, heat generated 

by the respective memory ICs 2 can be radiated efficiently 

and the temperature 

rise of the chips can be suppressed, so that the 
deterioration of the 

characteristics of the chips can be avoided. 
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
